SCHOOL REPORT.

I have the honor of submitting the following report of the condi- 
tion of schools in town the past year: 


DISTRICT NO 1. 


Summer term Miss Carrie A. Martin, teacher. 

Owing to an unfortunate division, or feud, among some citizens of 
this district, a few of the scholars did not avail themselves of the 
privileges of the school. Miss Martin is an accomplished and suc- 
cessful teacher, and the progress of the scholars, regularly attending 
was very satisfactory. : 

The winter term, in charge of your Committee, was very pleas- 
ant to the teacher, and, we trust, profitable to the scholars, and 
satisfactory to the district. 

DISTRICT NO 2 

The teacher of the summer term, Miss Mabel W. Saxe, is a per- 
son of affable manners and superior scholarship. ‘The school, when 
visited near its commencement, gave evidence of fair success, though 
some of the scholars were evidently disposed to take advantage of 
the teacher’s inexperience, and to abuse her confidence. 

At the closing examination some of the scholars acquitted them- 
selves very creditably, but, as only a few were in attendance, a cor- 
rect.estimate ot the general progress could not be made. 

After the close of the summer term, the house was remodeled, 
and thoroughly repaired. The Prudential Committee, who, although 
a noted temperance man, had probably never read the essay on 
‘‘wine and bottles”, took the responsibility to put an old teacher 
into a new house. The scholars were generally punctual and regular 
in attendance, and interested in their studies. And we deem it an 
act of simple justice, to commend their gentlemanly and lady like 
deportment, and, congratulate them upon their progress and profi- 
ciency. Hed 

DISTRICT NO 3. 


Miss Myra J. Davis teacher. Length of school twelve weeks. 
Whole number of scholars—one. Average attendance—one. 
‘sean Writing, Spelling, Arithmetic, and Geography attended 

. Good progress in all. ‘ 
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DISTRICT NO 4. 


Both terms of this school were in charge of Miss Lucy J. 
Andrews, a competent and successful teacher. The scholars are 
generally intelligent:and studious; and the advancement made in 
all studies attended to, was very satisfactory. At the closing exam-- 
ination of the winter term, many citizens of the district. were pres- 
ent, who expressed themselves well pleased with the diversified, 
and interesting exercises. , : 


DISTRICT NO 6. 


The summer term, taught by Miss Carrie S. Keyser, was broken 
up by sickness of the scholars. The school appeared well when 
visited near its commencement, and would doubtless have been 
pleasant and profitable, had circumstances been favorable. 

Winter term by Mr. Orison L. Gile was highly successful. 

Though this was his first school, the teacher evinced unmistakable 
qualities for success, should he make teaching his vocation. 


DISTRICT NO 7. 


We consider this district fortunate in the selection of Miss Lynda 
E. Nelson as teacher for the two terms. She evidently appreciates 
the importance of her work, and aims at excellence in her methods 
of instruction. Scholars quiet and respectful; progress rapid and 
thorough. 


DISTRICT NO 8. 


The one short term in this district was well conducted by Miss 
Sadie W. Peaslee. Considering the shortness of the school , teach- 
er and scholars are entitled to much commendation. 


DISTRICT NO 9. 


Mrs. Sarah A. Wells teacher. The conditions for success in this 
school, when first visited we considered very favorable —a good 
schoolroom in a quiet neighborhood,— intelligent scholars,— and a 
teacher alive to her duties. By reason of a judicious selection of 
teachers, and a lively interest and hearty cooperation on the part of 
parents and scholars, the school in No. 9 has for some time main- 
tained a high position among our generally good schools in town; 
and the teacher for the past year, by her superior methods of in- 
struction, and thorough drill, has very materially advanced the in- 
terests of the district. 
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DISTRICT NO 10.

Under the efficient management of Miss Mary E. Bailey, the 
_ progress in*this school was very satisfactory. Commendable im- 
provement was made in all branches, and the examination exercises 
were highly interesting. 


DISTRICT NO 11. 


The one term in this district, though its progress was considerably 
retarded by sickness of most of the scholars, was creditably con- 
ducted by Miss Phebe M. Fellows. Several scholars from Newbury 
attended. Marked improvement maid, especially in reading. 


DISTRICT NO 12. 


This district, to which a part of No. 5 has been annexed, had 
two schools the past fall. Both were well conducted, and the progress 
in each was satisfactory. Teacher in No. 12 house, Miss Ida F. 
Farmer’; in the house formerly No. 5 Miss Elnora 8. Shaw. 


DISTRICT NO 13. 


First term Miss Alice V. Trow teacher. When first visited we 
noticed some defects which had crept into this school, probably 
through carelessness of a former teacher. These annoyances were 
promptly detected and rooted out by the teacher. At the closing ex- 
amination, which was very interesting, we were ‘satisfied that the 
school had been a profitable one. 


The winter term taught by Miss Phebe M. Fellows was success- 
ful. While good improvement was made in,all studies, the classes 
in reading and geography deserve especial mention. 


DISTRICT NO 14. 


Both terms of this school, taught by Miss Sarah Reddington, 
were characterized by good order ; and fair advancement was made 
in the several branches attended to.
